This is the first office action for U.S. Application 09/558,182 for a Lamp Support 
for Emergency Light Fixture filed by Albert Alvin Katz on April 26, 2000.

The prior 
art does not disclose a lamp support for an emergency light fixture where the housing 
contains a light source and can be rotated about an axis. The other claims are 
dependent upon claims 1 and 10, and therefore are also allowable.
